FAILED TO HEED WARNING 


That Rebels In Dublin Have 


Long Been Armed, Well 
Drilled, In Possession of 
Explosives and Very Well 
Financed — Condition In 
Ireland Considered One of 
Greatest Danger. 


CASEMENT TO FACE TRIAL AS TRAITOR 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


London, April 26, 5:30 p. m.— 


Viscount Middleton 
attacked 
the 


government in the House of Lords to- 
day for failng to take heed of warn- 
ings regarding activities of the Sinn 
Feiners. 
He asked what 'the gov- 


ernment meant by saying yesterday 
(Tuesday) that the 
situation 
was 


in hand. So far as his information 
-went at the time this assurance was 
given, not only were rebels in pos- 
session of a number of 
prominent 


parts of Dublin, but no attempt had 
been made to dislodge them. 


Viscount Middleton said he under- 


stood 
telegraphic 
communication 


with Dublin was almost entirely in- 
terrupted, that the rebels when they 
seized the postoffice, cut the 
wires 


and cables to England. 


The authorities, he continued, had 


been aware that large numbers of 
armed Sinn Feiners had been drilled 
constantly for some months, 
that 


they possessed explosives in consid- 
erable quantities and were well pro- 
vided with money. These things, he 
declared had been brought to the 
notice of the government by influen- 
tial persons with the urgent request 
that action be taken. 


The present position of Ireland, he 


asserted in conclusion, was one of 
the greatest danger. 
Viscount Middleton 
further 
a*- 


serted that Baron 
Wimbourne the 


lord lieutenant of Ireland went 
to 


Belfast on Tuesday while a 
large 


number of offcers had been allowed 
on that day to attend a race meeting 
near there. 
Some of the officers were seized 


on their return to duty. The vis- 
count was unable to conceive 
any 
government so blind as 
to permit 


such a state'of things to continue. 


Lord Lansdowne in reply said he 


believed this outrage was doomed to 
be an ignominous failure but he was 
not disposed to minimize the serious 
inconvenience likely to be occasioned 
by it. He said that on Monday, April 
24. the rebels made a half heart at- 
tack on Dublin castle, but the attack 
was not pressed. They then occupied 
St. Stephens Green, held up troop's 
which were returning from the bar- 
racks fired on them from the roofs 
of buildings, seized 
the 
postoffice, 


city hall, the four courts and 
the 


Westeon road and Amiejns road rail- 
way and telegraphic communication 
•was interrupted. 
The four 
courts 


are the principal courts of justice in 
Ireland and the two railway stations 
seized are the main arteries of com- 
munication with England. 
The rebels, Lord Lansdowne said, 


were driven from St. Stephens Green 
with a certain number of casualties. 
Yesterda'y they still occupied certain 
buildings and houses in 
Sackville 


and other streets. 
Dealing with the situation 
today 


Lord Lansdowne said the command- 
ing officer reports there was a com- 
plete cordon of troops around 
the 
center x>f Dublin on the north side of 
the river and two more battalions 
were arriving this afternoon 
from 


England. 
The situation, he declar- 


ed, was undoubtedly well in 
hand 


and he hsd no doubt of the ability 
of the government to suppress the 
movement by most drastic methods. 
Although the situation in the prov- 
inces was not wholly satisfactory, the 
Information received was not suffi- 
cient to justify grave apprehension.

SAFER IN 1915; 


FEWER KILLED 


A comparison of the fatalities to 


railroad employes during the past 15 
years is made by the Railway Age- 
Gazette and is interesting as show- 
ing that train service is 
becoming 


safer. 
The Gazette says: 
"There were 
less fatalities 
to 


railroad trainmen and enginemen in 
1915 than in any other year since 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion began to complete its accident 
statistics, in 1890, although the num- 
ber of such employees 
has 
more 


than doubled in that time," says the 
Railway Age Gazette in an editorial 
in its current issue. 
The Railway 


Ape Gaaette compares the accident 
bulletin recently issued by the Com- 
mission with the record for the past 
25 years, showing the 
steady 
de- 


crease in the hazard of the work of 
the train employees now demanding 
a wage increase of $100,00,000 
a 


year. 
"The argument that railway train 


service employees are engaged in an 
especially hazardous occupation," it 
says, "has been effectively used in 
securing advances in their wages in 
the past and is included in many of 
the statements published 
in 
their 


behalf in 
connection 
with 
their 


present campaign for higher pay. It 
is undoubtedly a fact that the train- 
men are paid wages so much higher 
than those of 
other railway em- 


ployees, or than those of men 
en- 


gaged in other kinds of work, be- 
cause of the risks attendant 
upon 


their employment. However, 
be- 


cause of the ris'is attendant upon 
their employment. However, now 
that the wages of train employees 
have been increased nearly 40 per 
cnt in 10 years while the hazard has 
been steadily decreasing for several 
years, the subject loses its force in 
an argument for still higher wages.

"In 1915, when there were ap- 


proximately 300,000 train employees 
on the railroads of the United States, 
the number killed was 884, or about 
one to every 340 train employees. In 
1890, when there were only 153,000 
train employees, the number killed 
was 1,459, or one to every 105 in 
service. 
"The increase in the safety of rail- 


way operations as indicated by these 
statistics is especially notable during 
the past 10 years. Less than half as 
many trainmen 
employees were 


killed in 1915 as in 1905, although 
the number in service in 1915 
was 


about 15 per cent greater. While 
the proportion of fatalities in 1905 
was one to each 133 employed, 
in 


1915 it was about one to each 340. 


"It will also be noted that 
the 


proportion has been decreased each 
year since 1910, from one in 171 to 
one in 340, while from 1914 to 1915 
the proportion was reduced 
from 


one in 211. and the absolute reduc- 
tion was 67 per cent."

they reached the British coast the 
airships were kept under the beams 
of searchlights and were subjected 
to a very heavy bombardment 
by 


anti-aircraft guns, forcing them 
to 


rise to a great height and to leturn 
across the North Sea. 


In a straight run of 
two miles 


across one part of E&sex, a dozen 
bombs 
were 
dropped, mostly 
in 


fields, while six bombs fell 
in the 


neighborhood of a farm house with- 
out doing any 
damage 
except 
to 


crops. 


There were many narrow escapes, 


however, in Kent 
Bombs dropped 


all around the village.

only 


one that did any damage fell in the 
garden of a vicarage uprooting
